Twenty-seven  of  the  Fellows  of  the  Royal 


Society  make  their  homes  in  British  Co- 
lumbia, and  of  these  five  are  resident  in 
the  Greater  Victoria  area.  The  remainder 
of  the  delegates  come  from  all  parti  in 
Canada,  with  a notable  attendance  from 
Eastern  points  as  far  as  the  Atlantic  sea- 
board. Between  them,  members  of  the 
Royal  Society  encompass  nearly  every 
branch  of  learning,  with  individual  con- 
tributions which  have  made  not  a few  of 
them  outstanding  world  figures. 

While  the  proceedings  in  Victoria  will  be 
limited  necessarily  to  one  day  and  the  of- 
ficial bu.ilne.ss  of  the  convention,  the  dis- 
tinguished visitors  will  be  entertained  at 
a luncheon,  a drive  to  Butchart’s  Gardens 
and  a dinner,  all  on  Thursday.

Nor 
do  they  stop  to  question  the  wfiys  ahd 
wherefores  indicated  in  any  combina- 
tion of  circumatanees  or  who  or  what 
might  be  to  blame  for  a eoncHUtm 
which  mat  ns  misery  of  malar  dimen- 
sions to  numbers  of  their  fellow  cltl- 
sens,  before  making  their  contrlbu- 
Uons  to  a fund  which  could  mean  par- 
tial. even  If  not  whole,  surcease  of 
suffering  to  badly  harassed  Industrial 
and  agricultural  groups  along  the 
waterways  of  this  province. 

The  givers  pay  little  or  no  attention 
at  this  time,  and  rightly  so.  to  the  in- 
■InuaUons  advanced  by  some  that  the 
yearly  threat  oLfiood  waters  has  been 
the  responsibility  of  Government 
since  the  waters  of  the  Pra.ser,  Colum- 
bia and  Skeena  first-  demonstrated 
their  tremendous  potentials  for  dis- 
aster back  in  1894.  These  inslnuators 
contend  that  the  enormous  volume  of 
water  stored  In  tmmen.sc  Adds  of  snow 
and  lee  should  never  have  been  al- 
lowed to  get  out  of  control 
MILL10N8  NEEDED 

Maybs  so.  At  that.  It  Is  not  diffi- 
cult to  understand  how  complacent 
govemmsnts  as  well  as  Individuals 
can  be  in  their  attitude  to  such  mat- 
ters. Even  If  something  of  the  same 
kind  did  happen  in  1894  with  a recur- 
rence a yearly  possibility,  as  It  is,  what 
government  would  have  had  the  cour- 
age to  bring  down  a bill  calling  for 
the  outlay  of  the  millions  of  dollars 
necessary  to  do  an  effective  Job  han- 
dling the  run  off  from  the  glaciers 
and  tnowflelds  of  the  Rocky  Moun- 
tains during  an  abnormal  Spring 
season’ 

It  would  prove  a most  unpopular 
proposal,  even  with  the  proapKt  of 
what  happened  in  1804  being  repeated 
any  Springtime  In  gambling  par- 
lance the  odds  are  all  In  the  floods' 
favor.  It  could  happen  again  in  1949. 
too.  depending  upon  the  .<;nowfall  and 
the  tardy  tpproMh  of  Spring  It 
makes  readers  of  papers  and  radio 
listeners  wonder  why  efforts  were  not 
made  to  eonflne  the  flood  waters 
pouring  seawtrd  to  the  regular  river 
channels 

In  any  event,  u would  be  more  in 
keeping  with  the  fitness  of  things  If, 
Instead  of  blaming  governments,  as 
some  may  be  inclined  to  do,  we  took 
stock  of  some  other  reasons  why 
floods  could  prove  so  disastrous  In 
1948  Since  1894.  warnings  of  possible 
floods  in  the  great  water  channels  of 
British  Columbia  have  not  been  want- 
ing True,  governments  might  have 
Instituted  some  means  which  could 
have  allayed  Interim  fears  and  ex- 
cused the  dwellers  along  Ihs  Fraser. 
Columbia  and  Skeena  from  doing 
anything  to  preserve  their  properties 
and  livelihoods  At  the  same  lime, 
the  farmers  had  some  responatbllltles 
TAKING  CHANCE8 

Maybe  not  the  general  attitude  of 
all,  but  It  serves  to  illu.<strate  how  some 
were  content  to  carry  on  and  trust  to 
chance.  It  was  easy,  because  wishful, 
to  do  to.  That  was  mo^e  or  less  nat- 
ural It  accounU  for  the  state  of 
mind  governing  one  propiietnr  at 
least.  I was  told  about  It  before  the 
recent  rampage  got  under  way  What 
this  partlcalar  fanner  considered 
good  enough  did  not  look  that  way  to 
a near  relative  with  some  tune  on  his 
hands  who  offered  to  assist  with  the 
Spring  planting  Looking  over  the 
property  following  his  arrival  he 
casually  remarked  to  hJs  brother  that 
the  dike  didn't  look  any  too  healthy 
He  was  laughed  at.  with  the  result 
he  returned  home  a bit  disgusted 

At  any  rate,  no  matter  who  may  be 
to  blame.  If  anyone,  for  what  has  hap- 
pened, It  le  no  time  for  reenmlnailons. 
pollUcal-lnspired  or  otherwise.  Hind- 
sight may  sometimM  be  bettar  than 
foresight  but  noroften  What  counts 
more  now  art  the  donailoiu  of  every- 
one who  can  afford  to  contribute  a 
dime  or  a doU^  to  effect  relief  The 
sorely-strleken  flood  areas  are  the 
concern  of  every  man  and  woman  In 
the  province.  The  loss  has  been  great 
and  whOe  a mllbon  dollars  will  help 
tome.  It  will  be  far  from  enouch  to  do 
all /that  ahouki  be  don#  la  British 
Celumhla'a  greatest  disaster.

B06TON.>>There's  no  pUl  or  punc- 
ture that  alone  will  "cure"  hay 
fever,  say  allergy  ejqierts  here  How- 
ever, the  new  drugs  and  desensltUa- 
Uon  by  injection  combined  can  accom- 
plish a lot  tn  halting  the  misery  of  hay 
fever  and  preventing  the  onset  of 
asthaxa,  which  one  In  every  three  m 
four  untreated  hay  fevers  runs  Into, 
sooner  or  later. 

The  drugs  are  the  new  antihistamine 
substances,  pyrlbenxamlne  and  bena- 
dryl.  and  their  16  or  20  even  newer 
variants.  The  injections  are  solutions 
made  from  the  particular  "hay"  that 
causes  your  particular  “fever." 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  one  in  every 
20  of  the  population  suffers  from  hay 
fever,  it  Is  an  exclusive  disease.  Every 
person's  reaction  is  peculiarly  his  own 
and  physicians  point  out  that  there 
is  no  universal  remedy.  There  even 
can  be  bad  reactions  from  improper 
dosages  of  the  new  drugs. 

By  now.  of  course,  practically  tvsiy- 
one  knows  that  the  flowers  that  bloom 
In  the  Spring  tra-la— or  In  the  Sum- 
mer or  Autumn^havs  nothing  to  do 
With  the  ease  of  hay  fever,  except  that 
they  are  seasonal,  too. 

Doctors  ovsr  and  over  again  every 
year  explain  that  it's  not  roses  or 
goldenrod  or  dandelions  or  asters  or 
petunias  thsi  send  many  of  us  sneea- 
Ing  and  inlflllng  In  misery  from  April 
to  frost. 

Rather  It's  the  pollen  of  (I)  trees, 
grasses,  or  (It  ragweed.  This 
pollen  is  so  light  that  in  the  case  of 
ragweed  a strong  wind  hu  been  known 
to  blow  It  I. MO  miles. 


Less  frequently  there  it  a type  of 
hay  fever  caused  from  animal  far  and 
other  domestic  substances,  but  since  It 
Is  likely  not  to  be  eeasonel  It  is  not 
properly  hay  fever. 

Doctors  acknowledge  that  they  stUI 
do  not  know  the  "why"  of  hay  fever 
and  other  allergies  — why  the  body 
fights  e little  harmless  pollen  with 
streams  of  water  In  nose  and  eyu.  and 
with  sneers  and  redness  and  swelling. 
Most  agree  that  there  is  an  Inherited 
mclinatioo  which  may  show  up  u hay 
fever  or  hives,  uthma  or  ecsema.  and 
that  the  Inclination  Is  connected  In 
some  way  with  hl.vtamine  This  U a 
material  manufactured  In  the  body 
whose  action  is  similar  to  that  of  the 
allergies.  Therefore,  think  the  Investl- 
galora  now.  allergic  symptoms  are. the 
ruult  of  htstamlne. 

Recent  attempts  to  treat  cases  of 
hay  fever  have  concentrated  on  the 
antl-hlstamtne  drugs  which  are  uld 
to  be,  on  the  whole,  successful  in  71 
to  80  per  cent  of  the  cases.  However, 
they  do  nothing  to  Immunise. 

How  can  you  escape  the  pollens  that 
cause  the  disorder?  It's  pretty  diffi- 
cult. admit  the  doctors.  Even  alr-con- 
dltlonlng  machines  in  the  windows  of 
offices  and  bedrooms  that  are  equipped 
with  special  filters  w*iu  allow  pollen  In 
from  the  outside  air.  An  alr-condl- 
Uoned  theatre  may  give  you  a breath- 
ing spell,  or  an  Intown  hospital  or 
downtown  hotel,  or  closed  windows 
during  your  particular  season  of  afflic- 
tion. Also,  there  are  filters  which  can 
be  worn  in  ths  nose,  but  tjiey  are  likely 
to  be  irritating,  in  fut.  yon  may 
decide  that  ths  prevention  is  worse 
than  the  ...  ah,  ah,  hay  fever!

Through  the 
emergency  flood  fund,  the  flood  suiTerers 
may  be  aided  at  a criUcal  moment  in  t^elr 
lives.  The  initial  $1,000,000  objective  of 
the  fund  has  been  passed,  but  that  was 
only  a focal  point  to  get  the  drive  under 
way. 

Two  million  dollars  will  not  be  any  too 
much  to  cope  with  the  situation,  so  that  the 
extension  of  the  fund  camapaign  for  two 
weeks  la  both  wise  and  necessary.  Citizens 
generally  have  rallied  to  the  crisis  with 
commendable  generosity,  but  there  is  room 
for  a renewed  effort  In  order  that  the  fund 
will  be  large  enough  to  meet  all  the  claims 
made  on  It.  Let  us  keep  the  ball  rolling.
